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What is claimed is: 



1 . A method of processing lottery ticket sales comprising the steps of: 
receiving a request to purchase at least one set of play indicia; 

3 receiving a request to purchase at least c/ne multiplier, wherein the 

4 multiplier is chosen by a player; / 

5 associating the play indicia w/th the mu/tiplier; and 

6 determining a price for the irjultiplier. 

1 2. The method of claim 1 wherein thfe step of receiving a request to 

2 purchase at least one multiplier includes offering for purchase a multiplier having 

3 a magnitude within a defined range of magnitudes.
